De Lesseps airfield was a small airfield opened before 1910 from three 
farms by Wm Trethewey located near present day Hearst Circle 
and the Wishbone north of Trethewey Dr on 600 acres. 
Named after french aviator Count Jacques De Lesseps. The field was later 
sold to airline Skyways Ltd-de Havilland Can They built a small hanger 
building Tiger and Gypsy Moth airplanes but left for Downsview airport in 
1929 remaining owners of the airfield but they eventually sold in 1931 
moving to Malton Airport. The land was later developed into houses 

he airfield held regualar airshows starting in 1910 sponsored by the 
Ontario.
